In Ford Economic Program 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
President Ford has made the 
major decisions on his anti- 
inflation message, which one 
White House aide said will ask 
for “restraint, self-discipline 
and sacrifice” from all sectors 
of the nation. 
The proposals will be present­ 
ed Tuesday in a speech to 
Congress. 
Ford’s goals are to curtail 
inflation, head off a recession, 
reverse the U.S. dependence on 
foreign oil, revive a depressed 
housing industry, bring interest 
rates down, stimulate the stock 
market, help power companies 
expand, shelter the worst 
victims —the jobless and the 
working poor —from, inflation’s 
pains and keep the Republicans 
from taking a shellacking in 
next month’s elections. 
Time Magazine said Sunday 
that the economic proposals 
would include a 5 per cent 
surtax on individual income 
taxes for persons in higher 
income brackets and on corpo­ 
rations. 
The plan, according to Time, 
Rockefeller Gift To 
Kissinger Revealed 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
State Department has con­ 
firmed that vice-presidential 
nominee Nelson Rockefeller 
gave Henry Kissinger a $50,000 
gift in 1969 in appreciation for 
his services as a foreign affairs 
adviser. 
Paul Hare, a department 
spokesman, said .Saturday the 
gift was received after Kissing­ 
er left Rockefeller’s staff but 
before he became former 
President Richard Nixon’s na­ 
tional security adviser. 
“Before accepting it. Dr. 
Kissinger discussed this with 
the then President-elect and his 
counsel," Hare said. 
“Dr. Kissinger put the $50,000 
into trusts for his two children 
and filed gift tax returns 
covering these gifts to the 
children.” 
“He understood that Gover­ 
nor Rockefeller filed a gift tax 
return on the gift to him,” he 
said 
Hugh Morrow, a spokesman 
for Rockefeller, said the former 
governor told Kissinger in a 
letter dated Jan. 17, 1969, “As a 
token of my friendship and 
appreciation for the work you 
have done in service to the 
people of this country I am 


arranging to have a gift made 
to you in the amount of 
$50,000.” 
Morrow also confirmed that 
Rockefeller made a $86,312.50 
gift to former state official L. 
Judson Morehouse and a gift of 
an undisclosed amount to Dr. 
William Ronan, chairman of 
the Port Authority and former 
head 
of

Transportation Authority.

.Seven hostages, including a. 
U.S. woman diplomat, wound 
up a grueling week and a half 
in captivity today, pawns in a 
dramatic confrontation between 
leftist guerrillas and the 
Dominican government.

flurry 
of

activity outside the darkened 
Venezuelan Consulate Sunday 
raised the suspicions of the 
guerrillas inside the besieged 
building and led to a new threat 
against the captives. 
An ambulance drew up by the 
consulate and police suddenly 
moved newsmen back three 
blocks 
from 
the 
building. 
Guerrilla 
chief 
Radames 
Mendez Vargas, suspicious of 
the 
moves, 
rushed 
to 
a 
consulate window. 
“If you take measures, we 
will too,” he yelled at police. 


U.S. Ambassador Robert Hur- 
witch went into a nearby 
Baptist church to telephone the 


guerrillas. He later stepped out 
into a patio and shouted to 
Mendez. 
Hurwitch delivered a food 
package to the consulate later 
in the day, but the guerrillas let 
the box lie for a half-hour

Finally, a guerrilla scurried 
out to get the package while 
others covered him with sub­ 
machine guns from the door­ 
way and an upstairs window.

Two Visits 
To Capitol Hill 


WASHING ION (UPI) — President Ford will make 
two visits to Capitol Hill this week. At one of them he will 
answer questions about his pardon of Richard M. Nixon- 
perhaps the first time even that a president in office 
appeared before a congressional committee as a formal 
witness, and at another visit will be when the President 
brings his message on inflation to a joint session of 
Congress. 
The estimated two-hour visit is to be televised in the 
same room where millions of viewers saw members of the 
House Judiciary Committee vote articles of impeachment 
charging Nixon with the Watergate cover-up and misuse 
of his presidential power. 
Now? the panel’s subcommittee on criminal justice 
wants to know why Ford, a month later, gave Nixon a. 
"free and full" pardon for all crimes committed during 
his term of office 
The White House had said both George Washington and 
Abraham Lincoln appeared before congressional com­ 
mittees, but the Library of Congress says this is the first 
presidential visit in history. 
Washington, the library contends, appeared before the 
full Senate and. Lincoln’s appearance before the House 
Judiciary' Committee was informal. 
For the second time since he became President two 
months ago, Ford has scheduled an address to a joint 
session of Congress. Such sessions usually are confined to 
annual State of the Union speeches. 
Ron Nessen, Ford's press secretary, said the President 
will ask Congress to bite the bullet on several mandatory 
anti-inflation measures. 
Nessen ruled out a gasoline tax increase, but left open 
the possibility Ford might seek other tax increases and 
propose measures to make more loan money available 
and reduce interest rates.

And 
most losses can be greatly- 
reduced if people know what 
steps to take in the event of fire. 
One answer to the problem 
may be Junior Fire Marshal, a 
safety education program which 
gets underway again this week 
in schools throughout the 
country. Sponsored locally by- 
Root Insurance Agency, Milroy, 
Ind., Junior Fire Marshal is 
designed to teach third graders 
how to prevent fires and what to 
do once fire breaks out.

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ON AMNESTY 
Strange things are turning up in conversations with 
the military deserters being processed under 'the amnesty 
program at Camp Atterbury 


For instance, few of the deserters are saying they left 
their units because of political disagreement with the war 
More often than not, those talking to newsmen and to 
processing officials are mentioning other reasons such as 
persona] problems back home, racial discrimination, 
dislike for their sergeant or some other reason common to 
deserters in every army in every war in every land. 


For another, most of the deserters interviewed by 
newsmen are saying they did little or nothing to hide from 
authorities who might be looking for them. 


Most commonly it appears that military efforts to 
seek out and return deserters were meager and un­ 
coordinated. The men who are talking about their lives 
since deserting say they returned to their homes and 
families, took jobs under their own names, voted, used 
their own Social Security numbers which these days are 
the same as the Army’s serial numbers, and they paid 
their 'taxes. 


Apparently they didn’t broadcast to many friends or 
neighbors that they had deserted. "Oh, you’re back from 
the Army are you, Joe?” a neighbor might have said. And 
Joe likely replied “Yep,” and let it goat that. 


But apparently also, the military didn’t make much 
effort to seek our Joe and send him back to duty or the 
stockade. Local police and sheriffs apparently were 
never notified that Joe was AWOL or had deserted. At 
least they didn’t bother Joe either. 


One deserter told newsmen that a military in­ 
vestigator once nosed around in his hometown for a few 
days But the deserter said he simply went visiting in 
another county awhile when he heard the Army was 
looking for him. Then he went back home1, to .his family 
and to his new job. Now he’s getting an undesireable 
discharge that can be converted to a clemency discharge 
if he reports to his Selective Service board and completes 
alternative service as assigned. 


Maybe he won’t report to the draft board and mavbe 
he won t complete the alternative service. He doesn’t 
have todo that, unless he wants specifically to obtain the 
clemency discharge. 


And that's another point: The nature of a military 
discharge these days doesn’t mean as much as it twice did, 
especially when an individual applies for a job. Em­ 
ployers 
today 
are 
prohibited 
by 
federal anti- 
discrim ination regulations from asking about a 
prospective employe's background That includes a lot of 
points ranging from his chruch affiliation to his criminal 
record and his military discharge. Few former ser­ 
vicemen from prior wars can remember ever being asked 
to produce their discharge papers w hen applying for a job 
anyway. 


We can accept the amnesty program as a practical, 
pragmatic approach to healing the nation’s political 
wounds after a divisive war effort in Southeast Asia But 
we are more than a little disappointed that the deserters 
we hear about are more likely to have “gone over the hill” 
for personal, not political reasons

Houses, like automobiles and 
people, grow old, tired, and in 
need or reconditioning and 
upkeep. 
Over the years, we have been 
very fortunate in not having any 
major repairs needed to our 
house other than normal 
maintenance. As a result, 
everything piled up and needed 
done at the same time. Many 
expensive lessons were learned 
and are hereby passed on to the 
readers. 
First, always be sure to 
permanently 
mark 
un­ 
derground installations such as 
septic ranks and wells. Ground 
appearance changes over the 
years as memory fades. The 
house may change hands 
several tim es before m ain­ 
tenance is required, making it 
difficult to locate such in­ 
stallations. 
We swore we could never 
forget the location of the 105 feet 
well, drilled some 28 years ago. 
Daily inspection trips had been 
made as we looked forward to 
hitting good water. The old 
pitcher pump, installed until 
houses were built, had provided 
many cool, refreshing drinks 
during long, hot days of clearing 
brush and brambles. 
In the intervening time, the 
nearby walnut tree died and was 
removed, and the hickory 
switch became a giant. The 
drive was extended and small 
bushes became large. In spite of 
alt the scientific approaches to 
the problem, it took longer to 
fine the well than to do the work. 
Pipe has become scarce, and 
well drillers busy. Plastic pipe 
is extensively used, and sub­ 
mersible pumps have replaced 
basement jets. Tight money has 
led contractors to build houses 
only as far as money is 
available. The usual con­ 
struction contract calls for a 
payment when the foundation is 
in, another when the well and 
septic system are installed, 
more when under roof, and full 
payment upon, completion. 
As a result, well drillers must 
provide service for builders for 
the next payment to become 
due. When they can find pipe1, 
the price has skyrocketed, and 
labor is no longer satisfied to 
drill for a dollar a foot. Prices 
are expected, to continue in­ 
creasing. 
Next, we turned to our roof 
which has not leaked in the 23 
years we have lived here. 
Needless to say, we could expect 
problems and 
it 
needed 
replacing. Shingles are made 
from petroleum products, which 
ought to be enough said. When

Aluminum for guttering or 
siding, haven't you heard of the 
shortage of lids during the 
recent canning season? It’s the 
energy shortage. Americans are 
rapidly using up all of the known 
aluminum resources in the 
world. Each time we throw 
away one ton of aluminum beer 
cans, we must import four tons 
of bauxite ore, created three 


tons of mineral waste that litter 
the environment and will not 
disappear, and use uncounted 
energy to replace the $200 worth 
of precious metal. 
Wiring in any house ages, 
insulation becomes brittle, and 
overloads of the many added 
conveniences 
create 
fire 
hazards. It was time to re-wire 
and! increase electrical service. 
There is a shortage of copper, 
used for most wire. The price 
has not increased enough to 
make it worthwhile to melt 
down pennies, illegal but in 
short supply. 
However, theft of wire has 
become a major problem for the 
telephone and electric com­ 
panies. One case in Indiana 
found wire removed from rural 
poles wrhile in service, melted 


down for scrap metal. The 
penny shortage was not created 
by metal shortage. A penny is 
not worth much anymore, and 
few people will bother to stoop 
and pick one up from the ground 
when found. 
Modern practice is to sell 
repair and maintenance con­ 
tracts for household services 
and appliances. We had been 
invaded with carpenter ants, 
much 
more destructive than 
termites. One treatment by the 
exterminator was guaranteed to 
get rid of them for sixty days, 
but monthly service would 
com pletely 
elim inate 
the 
problem. 
Our tractor gave up the ghost 
after some 10 years of expensive 
service, and there is too much 
grass to cut with a push mower.

When I 
pay some $650 for a typewriter 
or mower, I do not expect to 
have enough problems during 
the first year to warrant such a 
cost, but always do.
